A Propenfity to defpair upon the ill fuccefs 
of any political {cheme, and to be elated 
upon any favourable change in the poiture of 
affairs, is the diftinguithing characteriftic of a 
weak, degenerate, and daitardly nation. The 
contrary qualities are the fureft prognoitics of a 
brave and flourifhing people..... 

Toa diligent and attentive obferver of the 
prefent temper of tie nation, we fhall feem, I fear, 
to be running iato the tormer extreme. Cur 
hopes are fo inflamed by fome advantages gain- 
ed over the French in the Mediterranean, and 
upon their coatt in the ocean, that we item to 
think ourfelves out of the reach of diltrefs or 
deteat. 

Our prefent plin of politics is unqueftionably 
prudent and rational, nor do I doubt in the 
leaft but that our operations will be more prof- 
perousand {pirited, in the eniuing campaign, 
than they have hitherto been. But yet, theie 
confideiations ought not to render us too pre- 
jfumptuous and condent. No fcheimes, hew- 
ever wifely concerted, can infure to us fuccefs 
jand victory, Let our hopes be proportioned to 

the practicability of our enterprizes, and to the 
jcapacity of the enemy to counteract and defeat 
ithem. But let us not, becaufe our affairs wear 
} amore aufpicious afpect than they have lately 





jdone, conclude that we are invincible and om- 


nipotent. The French may have refources, 
which we are not aware of: they may find, as 


they often havedone, a ufetul and feafonable ; 


ally in a neighbouring power: their credit may 
not be fo low as we imagine, nor their finances 
fo much exhaufted: we know what amazing 


efforts they exerted in the reign of Lewis XIV. | 


after a feries of calamities and defeats; and, 
when all Europe thought they were irredeem- 
ably ruined, they found means to conclude a 
peace much to their own advantage. 

It will be faid, perhaps, that when a nation 
is in fuch a prefumptuous difpofition, as above 
deiciibed, they ought to be encouraged in it: 
that it is by no means confiitent with tound po- 
licy to damp their hopes, or to ftart any dilf- 
culties, which may tend to lefien the opinion, 
which the people entertain of their own ftrength 
and power. 

This principle, however juft in itfelf, is often 
pufhed to an unwarrantable length. 1 wiilal- 
low that any unfavourable reprefentation of the 
ftate of akingdom, or of the manners of its in- 
habitants (fuch as we have lately feen) is not 
likely to produce any good effect, or reinfufe a 
fpirit of valour into a degenerate nation. But 
this is no argument againit an attempt to mode- 
rate the confidence ot a preiumptuous nation, 
and infil into them juf notions both of their 
own ftrength, and of that of the enemy. 


If, (adds he,) we fhould be defeated, let us 
not defpair; let us receive thofe, who thal] be 
defeated honourably, with thoie marks of di- 
itinétion, which the Romans paid to their Ge. 
nerals in the like circumitances; and let their 
difaiter fpur us on to revenge, and not to ac- 
| cept of a dithonourable peace. If, on the con- 
trary, our fleets and armies fhal] return adorned 
with laurels, let not prefumption of our ftrength 
expote us tothe future efforts and itratagems of 
our enemies. ‘They that hope to reap the ad- 
vantages of a victory, muft purfue the enemy, 
till they put it out of his power to rally; and 
the councils, which hope to maintain the fupe- 
riority of their arms by feaor land, muft be 
fteady and watchful, and inclining rather to 
fear than prefumption.

and induitrious.
